Diablo has a reputation for pos- 


sessing A varied and

flora. In the matter of wild flow- 
ers there are but few places wlrere 
they aie to be found growing in 
greater profusion and variety. The 
quantity and variety, however, are 
not, to be depended upon to b« 
the same each year. A scarcity of 
rainfall, or unfavorable tempera-

certain kinds of flowers especially 
with the 
later 
blooming plants. 


There are some 
interesting fea- 


•tures relative to the trees of th* 
mountains. I have so far been un- 
able to find a single specimen of 
black onk erowinz there. 
This iS 


remarkable fnr f-fr* 
1 reason that tne 


tree Is so common on the hills and 
ridges, but little 
less 
than four 


miles away, to the west, the hills 
en the opposite side are practical- 
ly barren 
of trees of anv kind. 


Then again the digger pine thre« 
graces the sides and skyline of the 
mountain in numerous parts. This_ 
tree Is absent from the Treofl-d 
ridges four miles where the oaia 
grow in 
profusion. 
The Ques- 


tion naturally arises as to tii» 
nature- of th« barrier that has kept 
each of th«s« trees from crossing 
the narrow gulf. 
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(Continued from last Sunday.) 
" 'Go down again!' he command- 


ed. 
'Cut down those three tteab. 
If they fall they will strike us.'

The water below the 
atoll was forced up through the 
coral sa-nd, Monsieur, until it was 
like the dough of the baker when 
he first pours in 
the 
cocoanut 


juice. People still on the ground 
•went up to their arms in it. We 
feared the atoll would be taken 
back to tiie depths. 
Our platform 
was nearer the lagoon than, the 
moat—to be, exnct, two hundred 
leet from tne moat, and a Hundred 
•from the lagoon. 
Mv father had 


us tie him to the platform and to 
the trees. 
We had brought plen- 


ty of ropes for that.

Be.low 
the 
poor 


people 
'were tying themselves to 
the trunks 01 the 
cucuaaut-trees, 


and climbing them, if they could, 
and rooKting in the branches like 
the wild 
birds of the air. They 


were shrieking and graying. There 
were many whites, too, because all 
the pearl-shell and pearl buyers, 
and the keepers of stores like us, 
were there 
from 
Papeete. The 
little children who could not climb 
•w.ere crying, and 
many 
parents 
stayed with them to die. The sea 
was now like the reef, white as,the 
•moon clouds with foam. We had 
bound my father's wounds with his 
shirt, but the blood dripped on the 
boards where he lay with his eyes 
open and watching the cyclone." 


The chip;", who had accompanied 


me, became restless. He under- 
stood no French. 
"Monsieur rAnKnican. do I de- 
tain you?" Hiram Mervin asked 
me.I signed -for him to continue. 
"Then came the darkness. There 


were only the sounds of the wind 
and the water, the crash of the co- 
eoamit-tress «s thev fell with their 
human fruit. We heard the houses 
being swept away; we thought we 


on the breakers, and we imagined 
we caught the shrieks of those be- 
ing destroyed. But the wind itself 
sounded like the voices of people.

and skulls of our dead for decades

The lagoon was so full of 
corpses oid and new that our peo- 
ple would not fish nor dive for 
shells there for a long time. The 
spirits are still seen as they fly 
through the air when there is a 
gale. But, Monsieur, our four co- 
coanut-trees had stood as the pH- 


lunga. Not for nothing was my. 
father 
born in America. Mais, 
Monsieur, the chief is waiting. The 
mitinare will be glad to see you. 
An ret'oir." 
Hiram took a step to return to 


the ftuav when he called back to 


to a Paumotuah woman wKp was 
coming up from the quay towards 
where we three stood. Teamo had 
the balanced gait of one who sits 
or stands much in canoes, and she 
strode like a man, her. powerful fig- 
ure showing raider her red Slother- 
Hubbard which clung close to her 
stoulleli fi/riii. Short, slie was 'Ike 
most of the Paumotuans, cf mid- 
dle height, but with her head set 
upon a pillar of a neck, and her 
bar* chocolate arms, rounded, but 
hinting of ih« powertal ato-selM 
beneath the skin. 
Her hair was 


piled high on her 
head like a 


crown, and upon it was a basket 
in which v/tre two chickezia.

was carrying this stock from our 
boat.

the wind, and there is r.o place to 
sit. 
Only we could put our arms 


around the leaves and hold as best 
we might. When it comes on dark 
we feel the wind roaring louder 
about us, and we hear the cries of 
those who are in other trees. Thfin. 
far out on the reef we hear the 
pounding of the sea and the waves 
begin more and more to come ever 
the atoll until they cover it deep- 
er and deeper, and each succeed- 
ing tV'Ave chiubs highcc and iiigtu.-r 
toward where we ciing.

"That wave came all of a sud- 


den. It was like a cloud in the 
sky. It lifted me out of the co- 
cpanut-leavcs as the diver tears 
the shell from the bank at the bot- 
tom sf the lagoon.

and*took me over the lagoon, over 
the tops of all trees, and when it 
went back to the ocean, it carried 
me miles with it. 
I was on the 


and it was as Diacn as tiie spans 
of the devil-fish."

The waves had turn my dresn from 
rafi. and the sun was burning my 
body. I was bruised and wounded, 
but I prayed my thanks- to thii Cod 
o£ the Mormons. 1 stooil upon niy , 
feet, and I saw all about me tho 
poh« rnn, the 
blackening: 
and 
broken bodies of people of Hikueru. 
They, too, had'floated on the f-amo 
wave, but they had perished. They 
were ail about me. I searched for 
cocoanuts, for I was drying up with 
thirst and shaking with hunger. At 
last I found one under the body oi 
my cousin, and, breaking: It with a 
rock, I drank the water in it, -and 
again fell asleep. 


".N'ow when I awoke was was 
Stronger and a distance away in the 
water I saw a box floating. I broke 
it open, and found it hsd in it tin* 
of salmon. They were from some 
etore in Hikueru, for I soon knew 
there was no living human on that 
atoll but mo. I r.oukl not op",", tho 
tins of snlrnon but pierced holes in 
them with a piecif of coral and 
sucked out the fish. God was even 
better to me, for I found a e<tm- 
j»ho*r-wood chest with a shirt and 
pnrtii in it, nnd I put them on. I 
then found a canoe thrown up on 
t.'ie beach, ar.u it was uaH iuii of 
rain-water. 
I made up rny mind

It was brotti-n and there was no 
paddle. I patched it, I found the 
outrigger, and tier! it on with co- 
coanut fiber which I plaited.

I kept enough 
fresh water in the canoe, and after 
two flays of eating and rating I 
pushed out in the canoe, with the 
remainder of the salmon.

So far as anj beneficial or 
healthful effect is concerned, it is 
akin to hoisting oneself •svkh one s 
own bootstraps. It is a stunt based 
on fishiology. 


Every five or ten jears some 


scientist discovers that deep breath- 
ing'%^1 grow hair ou a bald head 
or afftfty rat* keep hair growing1 
on a head which might otherwise 
become bald. 


D««p 
breathing- Is absolutely 


harmless if accompanied -nith ths 
normal physiological activity—ex- 
erel^e. As an exercise in itself it is 
far inferior to a vialk aroupd the 
room or a run upstairs. The only 
Kind of deep breathing that may 
be consideied healthful or bene- 
ficial, Vvith due regard for physi- 
ology, is that •nnich naturally or 
automatically goes •nith -vigorous 
exercise. And -my advice 'o the 
health seeker is to enjoy the exer- 
cise but pa.y no attention whatever 
to the breathing.

—(By Universal Service.)—Devel- 
opment of the literary genius of 
America was advocated in a state- 
ment Just issued 
by Professor 


Allen R. Harrison, Ph.D., president 
of the National Literary Society. 


Dr. Harrison explained the pur- 


poses of the society In proposing 
the erection in the District of Col- 
umbia of & literary Hall of Fame 
costing ?3,000,OflO, and the estab- 
lishment'Of a $2,000,000 national 
student loan fund. A national cam- 
paign is now being conducted by 
the society to realize these ob- 
jects. Dr. Harrison said that every 
membership taken out in the so- j 
clety will contribute toward this 
end. 
He added: 


"Every other phase of life has 


its headquarters and Its memorial: 
but literature, the most important 
matter of all, the very foundation 
of civilization, has been allowed tu 
develop unheeded and unrewarded. 
It is expedient that WP build a na- 
tional literary Hall of Fame as the j 
center of the literary genius of 
America. 


"In this hall we plan a depart- 


ment •nssigrned to the District of 


Columbia, each state and insular 
possessions, so that each jurisdic- 
tion may honor Ita own literary 
genius. In this hall in the national 
capital the youth of America will 
find a fitting spot for proper con- 
sideration of those who founded 
our civilization and a place of re- 
ward, encouragement and Inspira- 
tion to do greater thiings. 


"Many a person has capabilities 


which he does not recognize, and 
it is our privilege to discover these 
powers, and to help in the educa- 
tion of the latent possibilities. We 
can do this in several ways, 


—We can prepare a course of 


instruction which will bring 


out the evidences of ability, and 
thus IIQ enabled to discover the 
special fitness of each person for 
a particular line of work. When 
we have discovered the proper 
vocation and aptitude we can 
proceed tc develop an expert in 
that particular line. 


—We plan to provide a loan 


fund which will enable thou- 


sands of cnpable youths to se- 
cure a sound education, and re- 
pay the loan after completing 
the desired course in school.
